For the 113th year in a row, it 
was opening day at the Fort Erie 
Racetrack. 

On Saturday, thoroughbred 
racing fans of all levels could be 
found at the historic border oval, 
placing bets and enjoying the 
overall atmosphere at the track, 
considering for the last three 
years, people involved in the 
industry locally were uncertain 
whether they would be return¬ 
ing for another season due to 
financial hardships. 

But in December of last year, 
the Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium struck a deal with 
the provincial government and 
agreed to help keep the track 
alive, by committing to $5.6 mil¬ 
lion dollars for the next three 

The track is now operated by 
the Consortium, made up of 
representatives from the Fort 
Erie Economic Development 
and Tourism Corporation, the 
Town of Fort Erie and the 
Horsemen's Benevolent and 
Protective Association.

He said the idea came to 
him after a recent Facebook 
stunt began with many 
women posting only colours 
in their status updates. 

Having no idea what was 
going on, a female friend of 
his told him that those 
updates were the colours of 
the bras each woman was 
wearing in an effort to raise 
awareness for Breast Cancer.
